by  Japanese  Kerpel-Tel  at  Duaaguete,  Negros 
Oriental,  P.I.,  during  the  period  June  1944  to 
Karen  1945. 


Dtirlng  tike  period  June  1944  to  Kerch  1945,  several 
persons  were  apprehended  by  the  Japanese  military  police  of 
Duanguete  and  were  tortured  and  r  Is  tree  ted  during  their  confine¬ 
ment  In  jail.  While  being  "investigated"  by  the  Tapenese,  these 
prisoners  were  subjected  to  several  feras  of  torture  such  as 
beating,  kicking,  burning  with  cigarette  butts,  "sater  cure", 
choking,  judo  holds,  and  hanging  by  the  wrists  (R  1,  2,  4,  7,  10. 
11,  13,  17,  18,  21,  24,  26,  29,  33,  36).  Pood  was  Inadequate, 
sanitary  facilities  were  hardly  provided,  and  the  prisoners  were 
often  deprived  of  drinking  water,  for  vhlch  salty  water  was  sub¬ 
stituted.  Curing  air  raids,  the  prisoners  were  rot  allowed  to 
take  shelter  (R  10,  14,  20,  21,  36). 
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
